Pearl Harbor and Racing 


S the United States military forces received 

one of the hardest blows imaginable in the 
surprise attack on Pearl Harbor at the moment 
of the war’s beginning, so has racing received one 
of the hardest blows imaginable in the calling off 
of the Santa Anita Park meeting at the war’s be- 
ginning. Santa Anita in 1941 distributed to 
horsemen a total of $1,006,235, the largest amount 
issuing from any one race track. Its daily av- 
erage distribution over a period of 51 days was 
$20,963.23, second only to Belmont Park. It of- 
fered the most valuable race in the world, the 
Santa Anita Handicap. It engaged the attention 
of approximately 1,400 horses. The track pro- 
vided the chief stimulus for the Thoroughbred 
breeding industry in California. It had set a new 
standard for winter racing and Western racing in 
general, and had been the focal point of a vast 
new development of racing and breeding in the 
trans-Mississippi country. 

Now the prop of all this superstructure has 
been knocked out, and it is useless to suppose 
that the superstructure will remain without the 
foundation. There is, of course, the chance that 
limited rations of racing will be allowed, but 
there is no special occasion for optimism on that 
score. Indeed, it may as well be put down now 
as a possibility that the ban will fall also upon 
Los Angeles’ other great track, Hollywood Park, 
which was third in total distribution and fourth 
in daily average distribution among American 
race tracks in 1941. 

If these restrictions are considered by military 
men to be a military necessity, they must be ac- 
cepted as such, and in good grace. Presumably 
the case for the reinstatement of racing is still 
open and can be argued freely, but the decisions 
handed down thus far do not augur well. Breed- 
ers, owners, race tracks, and the professional men 
of the sport may as well lay their plans according 
to the prospects, as the prospects are now indi- 
cated. 

In this situation it is perhaps the breeders who 
are at the greatest disadvantage in laying their

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plans for the future, since they are the ones who 
operate with the smallest margin and who must 
guess at the longest range. As individuals they 
will necessarily react according to their individual 
circumstances, and the total effect of their differ- 
ent courses is not easy to estimate. But there 
are probabilities which seem to be solid enough 
to form a general background for important de- 
cisions. 

In 1941 the prosperity of racing, as indicated 
mainly by wagering and distribution totals, was 
at an all-time peak. But the prices of horses, as 
indicated by auction sales, remained at a low 
average, showed no indication of following the 
trend of national totals. There were more horses 
than the market needed, and the emphasis of 
actual racing, as usual, was on mediocrity. This 
was the situation when the United States had a 
war boom without a war. Now we enter a period 
which must entail one restriction after another 
upon civilian activities, when even the necessities 
of yesterday must be dispensed with. Afterwards 
we shall be faced with readjustment problems 
which will be violent if not downright convulsive. 
Standing here at the portals of 1942, the Thor- 
oughbred horse breeder, unless he is pathological- 
ly optimistic, knows there are tough years ahead. 

In every period of repression or restriction of 
racing there are far-sighted individuals who have 
the wisdom to wait for the full turn of the wheel. 
We shall have them this time, and they will have 
their reward. One day they will come back to 
claim the rewards of their foresight. 

But this wisdom, this foresight does not consist 
merely of the virtue of patience and the ability to 
wait. It must include also a sound judgment of 
what is worth waiting with and what ought to be 
discarded. A mare which in 1945 may have a 
foal which in 1946 may bring $1,000 or less is 
probably not worth maintaining through the in- 
tervening years. We have the records of our 
horses, we can estimate roughly their prospects, 
and we have immediately before us the necessity 
for curtailing production. It is time to begin. 
And no one need fear that the process of reduc- 
tion will go too far; it won't go far enough.

New Standard of Cost 


HE 1940 season set a good many records. 

Betting went virtually out of sight, with 
something over $500,000,000 going over the 
counter at the various race tracks in the United 
States. The season’s distribution was enormously 
increased, hopping almost to $18,000,000. Over- 
night races were no longer at a starvation mini- 
mum; in New York the cheapest were at $1,500, 
and if a man knew just where to look he could 
find overnight races worth as much as $7,500. 
It was a pretty good season, all around, and leav- 
ing finances aside it seems to this bystander that 
it was of generally better class, with more dis- 
tance stakes, and was, in a word, of more value 
in improving the breed of horses. If you think 
that is an empty phrase, listen to the U. S. Re- 
mount, which is right pleased that it can buy 
more good horses for military use now than it 
ever could before, largely as a result of efforts 
in which the Thoroughbred played a big part. 


But 1942 is going to be another pair of shoes, 
not aluminum shoes either, but steel if steel can 
be had. Already the price of horse feed has in- 
creased greatly and, it seems, unreasonably. 
Transportation is going to be a problem. Horse 
vans aren’t going to be what they were, unless 
somebody thinks up something else to make tires 
out of. Railroad cars occasionally are going to be 
hard to get. Labor is almost certain to go up; in 
fact, the ‘“almost’’ may be deleted. If horsemen 
are even to hold their own, 1942 purses are going 
to have to be higher. Compared with conditions 
of five years ago, 1941 was unbelievably pros- 
perous. But compared with 1942 costs, it will 
prove meagre enough. Horsemen would do well 
to say right out loud that they expect race tracks 
—particularly those which have been thinking 
of the stockholder instead of the stable area—to 
continue to pay a living wage, and that a living 
wage isn’t what it used to be. 


Curtailment 


OR several years THE BLOOD-HORSE has been 

arguing with breeders that they were pro- 
ducing too many foals, and California breeders 
will probably now agree, since racing has taken 
a severe jolt in that State. The argument, of 
course, was not based on any prescience, but on 
the simple fact that cheap prices are a definite 
indication of overproduction. 


Now that America is at war, there will prob- 
ably be many persons, particularly small breed- 
ers, who will feel disposed to curtail their Thor- 
oughbred production. If so, it is likely to be 
good for the industry, though it may work indi- 
vidual hardship on those who go out of business, 
since the bloodstock market is likely to be weak 
for a time. At the same time, there is room for 
the belief that this is not particularly a time for 
curtailment. Foals which result from matings 
in 1942 will not take to the race tracks until 1945, 
at which time matters in Europe and Asia may 
well have been adjusted. 


This at least was the history of things in the 
last World War. The breeding industry was not

of course particularly flourishing from 1913 
through 1920, and there were fewer than 2,000 
foals in any of the intervening years. But Thor- 
oughbred production fell off somewhat during 
the war, and when yearling prices jumped up in 
1920, nobody was particularly ready, and pro- 
duction did not really increase until 1921. 

Of course Thoroughbred breeding is always a 
guessing game. Breeders sometimes object plain- 
tively that they have to figure, when they make 
their matings, what stallions are going to be 
popular two years later. Now something new has 
been added. They need to figure what year the 
war will end, and have plenty of yearlings ready 
the year after.

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Santa Anita Meeting 


OS ANGELES, Calif., Jan. 5.—The scheduled 

Santa Anita Park meeting is being officially 
called off by the Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc. 
Vice President and General Manager Charles H. 
Strub made this statement this morning on his 
return from San Francisco. There he had met 
with Col. D. A. Stroh, who is connected with the 
staff of Lt. Gen. John L. DeWitt, commanding 
officer of the Fourth Army in San Francisco. 


Dr. Strub reported that Colonel Stroh did not 
hold out any hope for the opening of racing in 
the near future. The Colonel said, ‘We will take 
under consideration the opening of Santa Anita 
and other sports when conditions show improve- 
ment. At the present time there is no improve- 
ment. As a matter of fact, conditions are worse.” 
On the basis of this information from the Fourth 
Army headquarters, General Manager Strub 
makes the following statement: 


“Santa Anita therefore must, in fairness to the 
horsemen stabled here at Santa Anita Park, call 
off this meeting so that they may make arrange- 
ments to race elsewhere if they so desire. On the 
other hand the track will be kept open to those 
who wish to stay and take their chances of rac- 
ing being opened sometime in the future. 

“The directors of Santa Anita are in accord 
with me in offering all-out cooperation with our 
Government in this crisis. If this plant or any of 
its facilities are needed for defense purposes we 
will be glad to make arrangements with the Gov- 
ernment to take it over. 

“We want the public not to look upon this as a 
punishment or a restriction of their pleasure, but 
as a necessary decree by the governing forces of 
the United States. 

“Just as rapidly as possible all moneys for 
tickets, boxes, memberships, nomination fees, to- 
gether with tax, will be refunded, starting today. 
This will probably take a week, but will be car- 
ried forward in an expeditious and orderly man- 
ner.” 


(Editor’s note: The disappointment among 
horsemen and others at Santa Anita Park after 
the cancellation of the meeting may be judged 
from the hopeful tone of the following, which was 
air-mailed by Mr. Alexander two days before he 
telegraphed the story above.) 


Saturday morning, January 3, Dr. Strub ar- 
rived at his Santa Anita Park offices in a more 
optimistic frame of mind than he had shown 
since December 15, when the original opening 
date of the meeting was cancelled by order of 
the military authorities. 

“Conditions warrant the belief that we will 
have favorable word on our opening date early 
next week,’ Strub stated. More than this he 
could not say at the time, but it was obvious that 
he had received cheering news from an important 
source on Friday evening, January 2. 

Racing Secretary Webb Everett hastened to 
Spread news in the stable area that in all proba- 
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bility Santa Anita Park would open soon, per- 
haps by January 14. The news was greeted by 
cheers in many quarters. Frank Podesta, man- 
ager of the Valdina Farms interests, gazed some- 
what ruefully on two freight cars he had ob- 
tained to ship his stable to New Orleans. Val- 
dina’s principal handicap hope, Viscounty, was 
getting good again, appeared a formidable hope 
ior several of Santa Anita’s rich stakes events. 

Everett admitted that he had been working on 
a new condition book predicated upon a January 
14 opening date, said it would be ready for horse- 
men within a few hours after a definite announce- 
ment was made. 

When the encouraging news was made public 
through Strub’s statement of January 3, few 
stables had shipped away from the track. The 
largest shipment from Santa Anita had been the 
ten sent to New Orleans to race for Tony Pelle- 
teri, an interested party in the renovated Fair 
Grounds course. Pelleteri left a dozen horses at 
Santa Anita, however. Ben Jones, trainer of the 
Calumet Farm stable, said his horses would re- 
main in California for the winter whether or not 
Santa Anita racing was held. He said the climate 
agreed with Whirlaway. 

The encouraging news followed a discouraging 
statement which was issued from military head- 
quarters on New Year’s eve. This was an order 
limiting crowds assembled at any one point to 
5,000. Formerly the military had set 10,000 as 
the largest number of persons that might gather 
at one point on the West Coast. The order was 
phrased to be in effect “until further notice.” Re- 
porters who checked with the military on New 
Year’s Day, however, came to the conclusion that 
the order was meant to be in effect only over the 
holidays. It did not single out the southern Cali- 
fornia area, but applied to the entire West Coast. 

Meanwhile civic and business organizations 
continued to rally to the cause of reviving sports 
in southern California. One of the most influ- 
ential bodies to enter the campaign was the Com- 
munity Development Association, made up of 
several of southern California’s leading business- 
men. This body held that revival of sports in the 
State would serve as an opening gun in the cam- 
paign for victory through normalcy, believed 
business in general would benefit from such a 
revival. 

Railroad and travel agencies reported that can- 
cellation of sports had first caused something of 
a panic among tourists who were frantically 
seeking reservations for the East during the 
early days of the war. It was said, however, that 
outbound traffic had become normal again. Be- 
lief was expressed that a revival of sports would 
go far toward stabilizing southern California’s 
important winter tourist industry. 

There was talk of inaugurating “a campaign 
against fear’’ among the civilian population “with 
sports as a spearhead.” 

There were indications that Santa Anita Park 
might vecome one of the largest single centers 
in the country for the sale of defense bonds and 
for contributions to the Red Cross if the track 
ran its allotted schedule of racing days. Booths 
for the sale of defense bonds and for Red Cross 
contributions will be placed at convenient points 
throughout the huge plant, according to Dr. 
Strub. 

An average of 200 horses centinued to work 
over Santa Anita's main course every morning, 
others galloped over the Anita Chiquita training 
track in the stable area. Whirlaway, Chal'edon, 
Mioland, and other stars were reported ready for 
the races.

Blensweep Farm 


ORT ANGELES is more than a two-hour 

jaunt from Seattle, and unfortunately my 
itinerary would not stretch for such a detour. So 
information concerning F. L. Christman’s Blen- 
sweep Farm had to be obtained by mail. Mr. 
Christman became interested in Thoroughbred 
breeding in 1939, when he purchased two brood- 
mares, Katy McCook, by Freebooter, and Vela, 
by *Volta. But he made his most important pur- 
chase in the spring of 1941, when he acquired the 
2-year-old stallion Blensweep, after which he has 
named his farm. The horse is bred like Whirla- 
way, being by *Blenheim II out of the Sweep 
mare Sweepesta. 

Calumet Farm, from which Blensweep was 
purchased, had big hopes for the colt, and re- 
tained him for racing under their own colors. 
But lightning struck in his pasture one day, the 
colt became frightened and ran into a tree, thus 
injuring a shoulder. As he was thereby elimi- 
nated from racing, the Christmans were able to 
obtain him for stud use. His first year will be in 
1942, and he should have no trouble in getting 
mares. There is much Thoroughbred interest 
around Port Angeles, in fact, so much, that the 
district has formed its own Thoroughbred asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Christman has 915 acres to his farm. On it 
there are also a yearling colt and weanling filly 
by Freebooter out of Vela, and a yearling colt and 
weanling filly by *Citizen out of Katy McCook. 


Edmarie Stock Farm 


OR about a decade one of Washington's most 

consistent sires has been the 25-year-old 
Gladiator (Superman—*Lotawanna, by Trenton). 
He was a good race horse, winning $28,648 in 
stakes, and 10 firsts in 32 starts in four seasons. 
For several years he held the six-furlong straight- 
away record at Belmont Park, 1:08°;. He won, 
among other good races, the Knickerbocker and 
Toboggan Handicaps. When his racing days 
were over, George Drumheller bought him and 
used him as a stud for about 15 years. 

In 1937 Ed Pannell became interested in the 
breeding of Thoroughbreds and bought a 40-acre 
farm at Renton, a few miles from the Longacres 
race track. He named his place the Edmarie 
Stock Farm, and in 1939 purchased old Gladiator. 
The horse was bred to seven mares this year, and 
most of them are apparently in foal. Gladiator is 
a big horse, about 17 hands, and Mr. Pannell has 
kept him in good shape. Although all his feed 
has to be cut for him, as his teeth are bad, he is 
fat and full of life. It was a colt of Gladiator’s, 
Campus Fusser, which won last year’s Longacres 
Mile, equaling the track record of 1:353;. Campus 
Fusser was shipped south to have a crack at 
the big shots in the Santa Anita Handicap. 

Mr. Pannell has 12 Thoroughbreds on this 40

acres, and two horses racing in California. He 
remarked on the lack of lime in Washington soil, 
and said he found it necessary to lime the farm 
every four or five years. He believes in feeding 
his horses almost exclusively on eastern Washing- 
ton alfalfa. 

At the farm there are five nice broodmares. 
Two good ones are Mighty Cute, by Bunting— 
Lady Davis, by Sweep, and Breakaway, by Whisk- 
away—Lucky Wave, by Cunard. The latter raced 
for seven years and won 35 races and more than 
$16,000. 

The barn is a roomy structure of 19 stalls, five 
of which are large ones for foaling. The colts 
are broken at home and sent to Longacres in the 
spring for intensive training. Mr. Pannell turns 
the horses out every day, if only for a few hours 
in cold weather, as he believes the exercise is good 
for them and toughens them up. The three Glad- 
iator yearlings at the farm were all in good shape. 


Acorn Stud 


HE most important farm in southwest Wash- 

ington is Glenn W. Granger’s Acorn Stud. 
It is located at Lacey, which is about four miles 
from the State capital of Olympia. This 90-acre 
farm is the site of a race track which in the old 
days was used for running and trotting races 
(and even elk races, they told me). When Mr. 
Granger bought it about three years ago there 
was hardly a fence on the place, but he has re- 
stored the mile track and built paddocks and a 
comfortable barn for the horses. It is not a fancy 
farm, but is very practical. 

At the head of the stud is the 9-year-old stallion 
Supreme Court (Wise Counsellor—-Yermila, by 
Jack Atkin), a stakes winner of $9,620. He is a 
level-headed, well made chestnut. A driving rain 
made it impossible to get a picture of him that 
wceuld do him justice. His first year in the stud 
was 1939. 

W. A. McKinney is in charge of the farm and 
the 18 horses on it. Thirteen of the horses belong 
to Mr. Granger, three to Mr. McKinney, and the 
other two are boarders. My visit to this farm 
was made when the Great Flood was being re- 
enacted. Yet most of the horses were turned out. 
But I didn’t see fit to wallow through the mud 
to see them at close range. However, in his stall 
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was a nice Washington-bred yearling named Gee 
W., by Cartago—Hydrobell, by Hydromel. The 
yearlings are galloped on the track every day. 

The main barn on the farm is a large wooden 
one of 22 stalls. Eighteen of these are 11x12 feet, 
and four are 22x24. Supreme Court has his own 
stall at one end; it is connected with a paddock 
so he can go in or out as he pleases in good 
weather. The temperature never goes below 18 
degrees Fahrenheit, and keeps cool during the 
summer. 

Here, too, lime has been added to the paddocks. 
All the feed is bought, but several of the fields 
have been plowed and planted with bluegrass for 
grazing. 


After quick tours of the leading western Wash- 
ington stock farms, I was left with two general 
impressions. One was that, despite the winter 
season, there wasn’t a poor horse to be seen. The 
other was that breeders will have to get more 
high-class broodmares before the best results can 
be achieved. For a State having such a small 
Thoroughbred population as Washington, there 
are numerous horses which might make success- 
ful sires. Too, Washington breeders are willing 
to send their mares out of the State to be bred to 
good stallions, as evidenced by the number of 
Washington-breds by *Mio d’Arezzo. But there 
should be better mares to send to such horses. 


LOUISIANA 


Fair Grounds 


HE weather was adverse at the Fair Grounds 

most of last week, but the meeting there 
appeared to be going a little better than during 
the first few days. Officials seemed to think that 
their battle was being won, or at least that con- 
siderable gains were being made, in the way of 
growing public confidence and interest. Before 
the meeting opened it was estimated that the 
track could break even on a pari-mutuel turnover 
of $100,000 daily. This figure has not been at- 
tained during the first nine days of the meeting, 
but at the end of last week affairs were looking 
up. The management is apparently prepared to 
take a loss on the first season of operation, and 
it has been encouraged by the gains made since 
the meeting opened. 

On January 1 the $1,500 Iberville Handicap, an 
overnight event at six furlongs, was the best 
offering. It went to John L. Sullivan’s Trans- 
figure, an Espino colt bred by William Ziegler, 
Jr. On January 3, second Saturday of the meet- 
ing, the $1,000 Bienville Purse, also at six fur- 
longs, was the feature. Mrs. Sam Orr’s Us, 
which had had bad racing luck in her last pre- 
vious start, was backed to 3 to 5 for this race; 
she was in contention through the first half-mile, 
then moved up for a decisive victory. The mare, 
bred by W. H. Gallagher, is a 5-year-old daughter 
of American Flag. An allowance race for 3- 
year-olds was also offered, and in this F. P. 
Letellier’s Suprine, by Supremus, was the winner. 
Backed as second choice, he wore down the 
favored Beauty Grail inside the last furlong and 
won by a neck.

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BOOKS 
General Stud Book 


HE twenty-ninth volume of the General Stud 

Book was received in THE BLOOD-HORSE office 
last week from Weatherby and Sons, London. 
Despite wartime difficulties the book has the 
same binding, make-up, and grade of paper as its 
predecessors, and has exactly the same number 
of pages, 1,256, as volume 28. 

The current volume covers the record of brood- 
mares during the period 1937-1940. The begin- 
ning of the weeding-out process which has been 
going on in English studs since the outbreak of 
the war is seen in the following table. The num- 
ber of mares accounted for in 1940—after the war 
had begun—dropped a little more than 300 from 
the 1939 figure. To this figure can be added that 
of the “No return, or put out of stud” group, 
which rose snarply in 1940. The analysis of the 
returns for the four-year period covered by the 
General Stud Book as it appeared in the “adver- 
tisement” follows:

Although American imports from England rose 
considerably since the outbreak of the war, the 
total exports from England fell in number in 
1940. This was due to the lack of a continental 
European market, in pre-war years England’s 
largest customer. Interesting to American breed- 
ers is the fact that there are more colts than 
fillies produced in Great Britain each year. In 
the United States the situation is reversed. 

The four-year period saw the deaths of nu- 
merous stallions, including Achtoi, Buchan, Buen 
Ojo, Caerleon, Call Boy, Defiance, Field Trial 
(‘as a result of enemy action on the way to 
India’), Galloper Light, Hotweed, Lemonora, 
Manna, My Prince, Pasch, Perth, *Royal Min- 
strel, Sansovino, Son-in-Law, Stratford, Tagrag, 
and Tetratema. 

In the “advertisement” Weatherby and Sons 
again call attention to the qualification for ad- 
mittance to the General Stud Book, reminding 
breeders the so-called “Jersey Act’ still makes 
Thoroughbred traffic across the Atlantic a one- 
way affair. W. B. W.

Another Record Year 


According to Daily Racing Form’s figures, the 
purse distribution in North America in 1941 was 
$17,987,935. The year was the eighth straight to 
show a purse increase over the previous season, 
the fifth straight to set an American record for 
total purse distribution. Increase over 1940 was 
$2,076,768, the greatest margin of increase since 
racing began to expand after the first World 
War: the sum represented a 13 per cent gain.

STUD NEWS 
Big Pebble Arrives 


N January 3 Mr. and Mrs. Edward S. Moore’s 

Big Pebble reached Lexington and was taken 
at once to the stud he will head, the newly pur- 
chased Circle M Farm, formerly Thomas Bragg’s 
Slickaway Farm, on the Rice Pike, near Lexing- 
ton. He will make the 1942 season there, and 
Manager Glen W. Tomlinson has announced that 
a few outside mares will be accepted, at private 
contract. 

Big Pebble, which was the leading money win- 
ner of 1941 among the older horses, got a sort vf 
post-war honor two days after he reached Lexing- 
ton, when the weights for the 1942 Widener 
Handicap were announced. He won the race 
under 109 pounds last year, was put at the top of 
the 1942 handicap with 129 pounds, a fair meas- 
ure of the improvement in his form during the 
1941 season. 

Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm 
bred Big Pebble, a son of Black Servant—-*Beach 
Talk, by Sundridge, in 1935, but Colonel Bradley 
sold him at the beginning of his 4-year-old sea- 
son. At two the horse raced three times without 
success. At three he won two of 10 starts, racing 
in good company. At four he won only once, but 
placed in a number of important stakes, including 
seconds in the Widener and Paul Revere Handi- 
caps, and a third in the Puritan Handicap, which 
was run in new track record time. It was at five 
that Big Pebble came to his full powers. He won 
one division of the McLennan Memorial Handi- 
cap and the Widener Handicap in Florida, shipped 
to California and won the Hollywood Gold Cup, 
and in the late summer took the Washington 
Park Handicap, under 120 pounds. The end of 
the season found him finishing close up, under 
high weights, in the Maryland fall handicaps, and 
at the end of the Laurel Park meeting, under 126 
pounds, he pulled up lame in the Washington 
Handicap, and was not raced again. He won 
eight races and $172,917.50 in four seasons. 

Big Pebble has been at Wilfred Mullens’ Holm- 
del Farm in New Jersey, where he has been un- 
dergoing treatment for his injured leg. He was 
accompanied to Lexington by five 2-year-olds 
and a 3-year-old which have been fired. These 
will be turned out at Circle M Farm and will re- 
join the racing stable as soon as possible. The 
2-year-olds include the filly Ariel Post, by Ariel—- 
Posted, and thus a sister to Black Raider, and 
four colts: Ariel Play, by Ariel—Play Dis; Fire 
Kabo, by Firethorn—Kabo; Fire Flare, by Flares 
—-Firewater; and Sky Venture, by Bold Venture 
—Snowdrift. The 3-year-old is the gelding Pep 
Tryst, by Stimulus—Gentle Tryst. 


Death of Spion Kop 


Spion Kop, winner of the 1920 English Derby, 
died recently at the Old Connell Stud, Newbridge, 
County Kildare, Eire. He was buried at nearby 
Eyrefield Lodge, The Curragh, alongside his sire 
Spearmint, Pretty Polly, and Ambush II, making 
a quartet of noted horses owned by Col. Giles 
Loder. 

Bred by his owner and foaled in 1917, Spion 
Kop was a bay horse by Spearmint out of the 
good race mare Hammerkop, by Gallinule. As a 
2-year-old he did not win but ran second in the 
Hampton Court Plate, Fulbourne Stakes, Prince 
of Wales’ Nursery, Alington Plate, and Free

Handicap, and third in the Mersey Stakes. The 
following year he won the Spelthorne Plate and 
then won the Derby in the record time of 2:344¢. 
His sire had also won the Derby and had also 
established a new time record; Spion Kop’s son 
Felstead won the 1928 Derby, also establishing 
a new time record. After the Derby Spion Kop 
was second in the Derbyshire Plate to Abbot’s 
Trace, and was unplaced in the Grand Prix de 
Paris, St. Leger, and Champion Stakes. At four 
he was third in the Ascot Gold Cup. 

Retired to the stud in 1922, Spion Kop has 
been England’s main dependence in keeping the 
Carbine male line alive. But his best get were 
fillies, with the exception of Felstead. The best 
horse sired by Felstead has also been a filly, the 
Oaks winner Rockfel. Spion Kop sired the win- 
ners of 251 races worth £97,7591.4 in first monies 
through 1940, including Felstead, Bongrace, Hill 
Song, Spy-Ann, Spion Bridge, Battle Song, Top 
Dressing, Kopi, En Garde, Lindley, Salome, Bi- 
weh, Kopje (dam of Cappiello), Spiral, Lucky 
Patch, and others. In America Spion Kop has 
been represented by a few winners, including 
Spy Hill, a former Greentree racer and now at 
stud in California. 


Marconi's Get 


The Beaumont, Texas, Sunday Enterprise re- 
cently carried a story of the training of seven 
colts and one filly, now 2-year-olds, at F. J. De- 
Mary’s Border Farm in Orange County, Texas. 
The youngsters, which were to be shipped to New 
Orleans and added to the string being trained 
there by Tom Cravens, are all the progeny of 
Marconi, which stands at the DeMary farm. Mar- 
coni, now 20 years old, is a chestnut son of “Omar 
Khayyam, by Ajax. Racing mostly in the East, 
he won 23 races and $61,999, including the Law- 
rence Realization. 


Whichone Stays Home 


The negotiations which would have taken R. W. 
Morrison’s Whichone to Mr. and Mrs. James 
Rolph’s Alpine Ranch in California have definitely 
fallen through, and the stallion will make the 
season of 1942 at Ira Drymon’s Gallaher Farm, 
Lexington. His fee has been set at $250 for a live 
foal, and Mr. Drymon is now engaged in arrang- 
ing matings for him, as only tentative arrange- 
ments could be made as long as there was some 
possibility that the stallion would be shipped to 
California. 


Another Set of Triplets 


Valdina Farm’s broodmare, Hidden Dust, re- 
cently aborted triplets, a form of multiple birth 
which is very rare in Thoroughbreds. One of the 
foals was alive at birth, died shortly afterward. 
Last year triplets were reported to THE BLOOD- 
HORSE by a Missouri breeder; these were all alive 
at birth and all died. 

Incidence of triplets is impossible to determine, 
because they almost uniformly die, and may not 
be reported officially. Only one instance of trip- 
lets is reported in England’s General Stud Book, 
though several other cases of triple births among 
Thoroughbreds are known. But the usual news- 
paper estimates of one in 300,000 are badly 
wrong; from the scanty information available, at 
least one in 50,000 is indicated. 
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FLORIDA 


Tropical Park 


ETTING increased slightly at Tropical Park 
last week, but not as sharply as it did dur- 
ing the second week of the first meeting last 
winter, and at the end of 14 days of racing the 
daily average was $264,239. At the end of the 
same period last winter (also including two 
Saturdays, Christmas Day, and New Year’s Day) 
the average daily play was $280,614, and it seems 
extremely unlikely that the meeting will catch 
up with that figure. Further comparison will be 
impossible, as the 1940-1941 meeting was a 16- 
day affair, while the current one will run 25 days. 
With a $16,375 drop in the daily average, the 
track of course receives about $1,250 less each 
day in pari-mutuel commissions. But as nearly 
as it may be estimated, this is somewhat more 
than offset by the increased admissions, for 
though crowds have been perceptibly smaller, 
they are paid crowds, and the track’s revenue 
from gate receipts is up considerably. However, 
though the meeting seems to be doing very well 
financially, the retroactive increase in purses 
which was to come with any increase in betting 
now seems far to seek. 

The January 5 program included the $1,200 
Jacksonville Purse, a six-furlong dash for 3-year- 
olds. The favorite and winner was Mrs. A. F. 
Sherman’s American Wolf, a Neddie gelding 
which was the first winning mount of Eddie Ar- 
caro, back in the saddle after serving the second 
of two rather lengthy suspensions issued last 
year. .The feature was the $2,500 Winter Handi- 
cap, also at six furlongs, and this went to Wexler 
and Shagrin’s Red Dock, by Peace Chance. A 
claiming event at 1% miles resulted in a new 
track record, as Mrs. M. E. Boerger’s Just Tour- 
ist, by *Tourist II, ran the distance in 2:5815. 


Widener Weights 


Publication of weights for the Widener Handi- 
cap on January 5 indicates a few differences of 
opinion about the top horses, between Santa 
Anita Park’s racing secretary, Webb Everett, 
and Hialeah Park’s Charles J. McLennan. 

The Santa Anita Handicap began at 130 
pounds, or one pound over scale; the Widener to 
all intents begins at 128, since the only horse 
with 129 is Big Pebble, which was out of com- 
mission before the nominations closed. Big 
Pebble, winner of the Widener last year under 
109 pounds, has been retired to the stud. Mio- 
land, which shared top position in Santa Anita’s 
big race with Challedon, heads the Widener with 
128 pounds. Challedon is two pounds under him, 
sharing 126 with his stablemate Pictor, to which 
the California handicap gave only 123 pounds. 
War Relic, not in the Western race, also has 126, 
and Market Wise has 125, which leaves him in 
the same relation to Mioland that the Santa 
Anita Handicap offered. 

The 3-year-old Alsab has 109, which is three 
pounds over scale, and he thus carries top weight 
by scale. He is burdened a little heavier, pro- 
portionatelv, than in the Santa Anita. Secretary 
Everett gave him 110, or four pounds over scale 
in a handicap starting a pound over scale. At 
Hialeah Park he is three pounds over scale in a 
handicap beginning a pound under scale, and is 
thus a pound nearer to the top weight. In the 
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following list of weights, the dagger (+) indicates 
3-year-olds.

Adventures of Bing 


ELBOURNE, November 26.—Bing Crosby 

made a real record at Victoria Park (Syd- 
ney) races iast week when his filly, Miss Hua, 
carried his colors to success for the first time in 
Australia. He has a smart filly in Miss Hua and 
we shall see his colors winning lots of races. 

But this record. Bing Crosby probably has not 
realized it but he is the first man in the world 
since racing began to own winners in the United 
States, the Argentine, and Australia. Just as we 
were all writing about Crosby and Miss Hua, 
along came THE BLOOD-HORSE telling of the great 
deeds of Blackie in Buenos Aires and then we 
wrote more about them. 

Miss Hua is one of several 2-year-olds sold by 
W. J. Smith to Crosby, and in winning the Juve- 
nile Stakes at Victoria Park last week the filly 
ran 41% furlongs in 5314, seconds, which equals 
the course record for the distance. The Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand record for the distance 
is 53 seconds, so Mr. Crosby will realize he has 
a genuine speedster in the first horse to carry his 
colors in Australia. Miss Hua is the first of the 
progeny of Hua to win in Australia. Hua, a win- 
ner of the Victoria Derby at Flemington, is a 
recent addition to stud ranks in Australia, and 
on her dam's side Miss Hua traces back to Car- 
bine. Hua was by Heroic, one of the greatest 
sires we have known in this country and himself 
winner of nearly £40,000 in stakes. 

But for Mr. Crosby sadness was mixed with 
pleasure in the success of Miss Hua. The filly’s 
jockey was A. Podmore, a well known Sydney 
ightweight, and he wore Crosby’s correct colors 
—pale blue jacket, yellow and red hooped sleeves, 
and yellow cap. But their adornments were 
something entirely new to Australia and not 
likely to be seen again on our race courses, as 
they do not conform with the firm color standards 
adopted by the principal racing clubs in the Com- 
monwealth. 

As Podmore waited to take his mount he was 
the pride of the jockeys room, while a big crowd 
gazed in wonderment at his livery and its appur- 
tenances. He had shoulder straps of blue, sport- 
ed a blue and yellow bow tie in place of the ac- 
cepted neckband or silk scarf, and a blue and 
yellow tassel on his cap. The cap was also in- 
scribed with the word “Bing.” 

Of course, Australian Jockey Club officials 
were not long in protesting that the colors did 
not conform to the rules of racing, which lay 
down firm demands for plain colors without any 
variations, and cuffs, braiding, and other addi- 
tions are not permitted. Officially, leading clubs 
permit a slight variation of colors for visiting 
owners whose racing colors are registered else- 
where, but Crosby’s colors were registered at the 
A. J. C. office and were shown simply as “pale 
blue, yellow and red hooped sleeves, yellow cap.” 

The set of colors worn by Podmore have been 
called up by the A. J. C. and when next Crosby’s 
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livery is next seen on a Sydney race course it will 
be without tassel, ribbons, shoulder straps, and 
“Bing.” 

Throttle, one of the smallest stayers in Aus- 
tralia, won the Williamstown Cup of £2,500 at 
Flemington last Saturday, starting at 33 to 1. 
She is by Windbag (son of Magpie) and is 
trained by Lou Robertson. 

Reading has been nominated for the Santa 
Anita Handicap and he will soon be on your side 
of the Pacific. If he strikes form, he will be 
worth following as he can win from seven fur- 
longs to 12 furlongs, is an able weight carrier 
and what we term a “fast stayer.” He will ar- 
rive in the States much earlier than did *Phar 
Lap when he pioneered the Pacific for the Agua 
Caliente Handicap, and this is going to help him. 

(Editor’s note—The outbreak of war in the 
Pacific since the above was written may have 
forced the cancellation of plans for shipping 
Louis B. Mayer’s Reading to the United States.) 


Big Spring Meetings 


ELBOURNE, November 18.—We have all 

taken a deep breath, now that the hectic 
spring racing season is ended, and we can have 
a spell until the near-good horses entertain us 
over the Christmas period. 

Looking back over the cup meetings in Mel- 
bourne it must be admitted that they were, from 
a financial angle, the best in history, and that is 
saying a lot in a country where racing is really 
a huge industrial organization. Unemployment 
is at the lowest ebb in the history of Australia 
and money was never more plentiful, with the 
result that over the four days of the Victoria 
Racing Club cup meeting at Flemington totaliza- 
tor investments were an all-time record of £402,- 
220 and more than £50,000 above the figures for 
the four days of the 1940 cup fixture. 

Including the four days of the V. R. C. meet- 
ing, three of the V. A. T. C. (they run the Caul- 
field Cup), and Moonee Valley Racing Club (one 
day), the tote turnover was £728,000. Not so 
bad for eight days racing. And, as I have often 
told readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE, you can dis- 
cover holdings of the bookmakers to some extent 
by multiplying machine totals by five. 

A few days before the Melbourne Cup was run 
a Turf writer increased his electricity account by 
working out the winnings of the 25 runners for 
the Melbourne Cup. He found that their col- 
lective earnings were £142,000, or an average of 
£5,663. Highest stakes-earner then was Beau 
Vite at £25,515 and the lowest was Vermont at 
£415. 

I have told you in an earlier issue of the suc- 
cesses of Skipton in the Victoria Derby and Mel- 
bourne Cup. He did not race again after his cup 
win on November 4 and has been put aside to be 
prepared for the St. Legers and the £7,000 Sydney 
Cup in the autumn. He is a grand colt and de- 
served his win in each great race. 

The Oaks Stakes, a £2,000 classic for 3-year-old 
fillies, run over 12 furlongs, was won by Prima- 
vera, a sound staying filly by Windbag from 
Flower of Egypt, a daughter of Manfred, son of 
Valais. Windbag was a Melbourne Cup winner 
and is a son of Magpie, by Dark Ronald. Prima- 
vera, was ridden in the Oaks by W. Cook, the 
Sydney jockey who won the Melbourne Cup on 
Skipton. 

Cook, by the way, did not ride Skipton in the 
Victoria Derby. In the classic the colt’s rider 
was Norman Creighton, a heavy rider who found 
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it difficult to get down to the Derby impost of 
122 pounds. He did so but was knocked out 
after the race because of excessive wasting. 
Creighton is one of our senior riders, a great 
jockey and a good judge. When he throws in 
his license, he is bound to make a name for him- 
self as a trainer. 


The Strawberry Bull 


HEN High Caste failed time after time in 

Sydney and was then beaten in Melbourne 
in the Caulfield Stakes, W. S. Cox Plate (Moonee 
Valley), and the Cantala Stakes (the big mile 
race at Flemington on Derby Day), it seemed as 
if he had lost form entirely. However, the lapse 
was of a temporary nature only, as on the third 
day of the V. R. C. meeting he won the Linlithgow 
Stakes, a weight-for-age race in which he carried 
128 pounds and ran the mile in 1:38. Even then 
he only struggled home from Burrabil, which had 
won the Cantala Stakes, but the “Strawberry 
Bull,” as we all call High Caste, still had another 
ace in the hole. 

On the final day the w-f.a. attraction was the 
C. B. Fisher Plate of 12 furlongs, and although 
Beau Vite looked a certainty entering the straight, 
High Caste plugged on so determinedly that he 
beat the champion on the post by half a head. 
Munro was not seen at his best on Beau Vite, but 
the veteran E. Bartle rode the race of his life on 
High Caste. Bartle has ridden High Caste in 
most of his races and the huge Bulandshar horse 
likes Bartle as much as Bartle likes him. 

Backers of Beau Vite did not forget to tell 
Munro that he had ridden a bad race. They laid 
5 to 2 on and then 3 to 1 on Beau Vite, while High 
Caste eased from 5-2 to 7-2 against. I saw one 
bet of £1,000 to £400 on Beau Vite, another of 
£500 to £200 on, and still another of £900 to 
£300 on. 

High Caste has now won the C. B. Fisher Plate 
three years in succession and brought his total 
of winning races to 34. He is now tenth in the 
list of the greatest stakes-winners of the Austral- 
ian and New Zealand Turf with the splendid ag- 
gregate of £33,515. 

Beau Vite went through the spring with a 
splendid list of successes in w.f.a. races in Syd- 
ney and Melbourne. Five in all was his score at 
the end of the spring, but once again the big 
handicaps, the Caulfield and Melbourne Cups, 
eluded him. He is to be spelled until the autumn. 

Rivette, which made history by winning the 
two cups in 1939, ran in them again this year 
but it reached bottom with this gallant little 
mare, as she has now been retired to the stud, 
leaving behind memories of a grand stayer with 
10'. wins worth £16,000 to her credit. Unfortu- 
nately her foaling return was not lodged within 
the specified time with the keeper of the stud 
book and this unfortunate omission automatically 
debars any of her progeny from competing in the 
classics in Sydney and Melbourne. 

The champion 2-year-old filly Hesione, a half- 
sister to the mighty Ajax, is not to race again 
until February. She is unbeaten in four starts 
and is by the Italian horse Brueghel. 


A Steeplechasing Sensation 


MOST unusual feature of the Melbourne Cup 
meeting was that the two hurdle races and 
two steeplechases were won by Isambard (by 
Harinero) and Winterset (by Son o’ Mine) re- 
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spectively. The four races were won by Laurie 
Meenan, our leading cross-country jockey, and he 
accomplished a feat unique in cup week tradi- 
tions. 

Winterset is a magnificent fencer. He is about 
17 hands and in winning the Cup Steeplechase 
(214, miles) and the MacLeod Steeplechase 
(21%, miles) within four days stamped himself 
as a ’chaser above the ordinary. He had never 
before raced over fences in public and in each 
race carried 175 pounds. Race conditions were 
such that the handicapper could not give him 
more. He could have won either race with an- 
other 14 pounds in the saddle. 

Winterset was sold for 350 guineas in the win- 
ter (June) and has since won more than £2,000 
in stakes, first as a hurdler and then as a steeple- 
chaser at the cup meeting. You would like this 
fellow in the States. He would do a lot to revive 
interest in steeplechasing, which fortunately still 
has a great hold in Victoria, if not in other parts 
of Australia. 

May I conclude with Christmas and New Year 
greetings from Australian racing men to their 
brethren in the United States.

Plans for Hunt Racing 


The officials of the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association, soon to meet to approve appli- 
cations for 1942 dates, plan to ask that many of 
the meetings be held for the benefit of the Red 
Cross, U. S. O., and other organizations closely 
connected with the nation’s armed forces. At 
some of the meetings where there has been no 
admission charge, such as the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, it is likely that an admission price will be 
set, in order to raise money for war purposes. 

Hunt racing faces a number of difficulties in 
1942, particularly as regards amateur riders. A 
number of these, including George Strawbridge, 
Sid Watters, Frank Powers, Jr., Jack Grabosky, 
Andy Fowler, and others, are already in military 
service, and others are likely to be. There will 
be a few older men to ride in their places, and it 
is probable that a number of events limited to 
amateur riders will be opened to professionals 
during the war.

Lottery 


Whenever an organization needs more money 
than it seems possible to raise by legitimate 
means, someone is sure to pop up with the sug- 
gestion that a lottery would do the trick. In the 
United States Senate last week Senator Elmer 
Thomas, of Louisiana, Democrat, of course, 
popped up with a bill authorizing the Treasury 
Department to sponsor a national lottery ‘“de- 
signed to check inflation.” Senator Thomas 
thought the monthly prizes to lucky holders of 
tickets purchased for $1.10 apiece might range 
from $100 to $1,000,000. The tickets, with 
coupons detached, would be redeemable for $1 at 
any time. But the lottery would check inflation, 
Senator Thomas told his puzzled people.

Thoroughbreds as Stock Horses 


Editor, THE BLoop-Horse: 

There should be plenty of answers to Mr. Tumlinson’s 
letter from ranchers and I believe there will be. Prob- 
ably a woman should keep out of it entirely, but I have 
been in the West a good many years and have learned 
some things. 

No horse will make a cow horse if he is busy looking 
back at his rider to see when he will be hit or spurred. 
Perhaps the abused Thoroughbred looks back a little 
more or longer than the average horse, since he is usu- 
ally a littlke more nervous and thin-hided, but, as Mr. 
Sloan pointed out, the Thoroughbred has no monopoly 
on “nerves.” 

I firmly believe 95 per cent of all horses, from Per- 
cherons to Thoroughbreds, if they can get around de- 
cently on the range, will make average or better cow 
horses if handled correctly. (I don’t mean calf-roping 
horses or horses that would necessarily win a reining 
contest.) It is, I think, ‘‘natural work.'' Work they 
enjoy as much as they enjoy anything (next to working 
their own kind) with human beings on their backs. I 
am sorry to say most riders in this country expect a 
horse to know as much in a month as the rider has 
learned to date. 

The horses I have seen cut cattle in this country seem 
to do very well at a walk or jog and most ranchers have 
one or two horses they do all their cutting on. This 
isn't a very “wild and wooly’’ West any more, but I 
am told that 30 years ago, when there wasn't a fence 
in the country, ‘Butch’’ Smith of the Diamond A used 
to drag calves two or three hours in the morning and 
then use the same horse to cut cows, calves, and steers 
all afternoon. The Diamond A's then handled five thous- 
and calves. 

If Mr. Himel wants his horses to like him | think he 
is on the right track. I want mine to like me, too, and 
I break a few horses (sometimes they are rope-broke 
and gentle and sometimes they are not). I am alone 
with my 2-year-old baby most of the time, so I haven't 
many hours a week to spend on my horses and since I 
am neither strong nor a good rider, I must use kindness 
and patience. This seems to work, for my horses do 
very well. 

My husband has been punching cows and breaking 
horses about 35 years. He and I! both agree with Mr. 
Sloan. We like Thoroughbreds although we think they 
require more patience and thought than the average 
cold-blooded horse, and one-eighth or one-quarter cold 
blood doesn’t make a cold-blooded horse when it comes 
to breaking and training. 

I am still asking people if they every heard of Mr. 
Tumlinson. I wonder who he means by “we.” You 
and who else Cowboy (?) Tumlinson?

The Horse Goes 
Back to War 


N December 3, Major General John K. Herr, 

Chief of Cavalry of the U. S. Army, spoke 
before the Horse and Mule Association of Amer- 
ica meeting at Chicago, laid out a line of reason- 
ing which seems to foreshadow a considerably 
larger use of horses and mules by the Army. 

In a detailed comparison of the American Army 
and those of Russia, Japan, and Germany, Gen- 
eral Herr found the score to be: Russia, more 
than 1,000,000 animals; Japan, 375,000; Germany 
960,000; America 50,000. Most of the comparison 
dealt with the German army, largely because this 
is popularly considered the most heavily mechan- 
ized in the world. The division of German and 
American use of animals, he said, was approxi- 
mately this: for cavalry purposes, Germany 
50,000, America 25,000; for artillery purposes, 
Germany 464,000, America 11,000; for draft and 
pack, Germany 446,000, America 1,000. 

The German army, General Herr pointed out, 
is composed of about 25 mechanized divisions, 35 
motorized divisions, 245 marching divisions. In 
the latter, horses are used chiefly, as the Ger- 
mans insist there is no sense in using motors 
when animals can draw vehicles as fast as men 
can march. 

General Danford, Chief of Field Artillery, was 
quoted bitingly on the subject of the horse in 
maneuvers: “Student officers at our service 
schools, and commanders and umpires in our 
maneuvers do not like to be slowed down by a 
horse-drawn artillery. In our map rooms we 
magnify the importance of strategic mobility, 
while we ignore almost completely bad weather, 
bottomless roads, and their effect on battlefield 
mobility. . . . I can see no argument about this 
matter myself. The motor is far superior to the 
horse in some situations, while the horse is su- 
perior to the motor in others. For light division 
artillery, the horse still remains superior as a 
prime mover off the roads, through the mud, the 
darkness, and the rain. . . . he still remains su- 
perior to the motor in what are usually the most 
difficult situations involving the emplacement of 
guns to support the jump-off of the division in- 
fantry at dawn.” 

Forecasting military developments, General 
Herr said that restoration of warfare of move- 
ment meant increased use of cavalry. In the 
Russian campaign, he said, German mechanized 
units found themselves ambushed by anti-tank 
guns after breaking through, and Russian forces 
often closed the line of advance, pinching off vul- 
nerable motorized infantry. Cavalry units, he 
said, could ferret out anti-tank units, protect the 
flanks of motorized infantry, and are well suited 
to cope with guerrilla warfare. He pointed out 
that the 1st Cavalry division had shown to great 
advantage in the recent war games, crossing 
rivers and establishing bridgeheads at a time 
when other units were unable to make a crossing. 

The tank as a striking force is diminishing in 
importance, General Herr thought, because of the 
development of faster and far cheaper anti-tank 
units. “Armored force commanders hold that 
the only answer to armored units is other ar- 
mored units. I cannot agree. Theirs is a natural

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and interested viewpoint because it means more 
tanks. The answer to the armored knights was 
also presumed to be more armored knights, but 
the projectile gave a swifter and cheaper solu- 
tion.” Increasing fire power of aircraft is an- 
other factor which may decrease the importance 
of armored vehicles, and General Herr pointed 
out that cavalry, because of its power to disperse 
and regather, would have increasing striking 
force. 

He made one point which opponents of cavalry 
usually forget. “The ordinary citizen. ... is mis- 
led by incredibly stupid writers who persist in 
picturing cavalry as medieval knights insanely 
committing suicide by fighting mounted against 
modern tanks and machine guns.” Modern cav- 
alry nearly always fights dismounted; the horses 
are valuable for mobile action and for the swift 
carrying of troops to the most advantageous po- 
sitions. 

In fact, a considerable portion of the speech 
dealt with “‘portee cavalry,” in which horses and 
their riders were transported on trailers up to the 
field of conflict, thus arriving fresh and in good 
condition. They have proved invaluable, he said, 
for cross-country reconnaisance, since vehicles 
are largely restricted to roads. General Herr re- 
marked, after saying that at least one squad of 
horses should be porteed (i. e., transported in 
trailers until actually needed) for use of all divi- 
sion and staff corps, that they “‘would also save 
some of our gencrals from capture.” 

The durability of the horse in war conditions 
was emphasized by the fact that of 11,000 used 
in two divisions during the war games, a total of 
2,722 were evacuated during the maneuvers, that 
1,400 of these were returned to use before the 
maneuvers ended, and that by the end of October

only 120 remained unfit for full duty. Horses 
over six years old, he said, showed up better than 
others. 

After his discussion of the value of the horse 
to the Army, and a compliment to the achieve- 
ments of the Remount Association in improving 
the quality of horses, Major General Herr laid 
down an interesting group of conclusions: 


From the standpoint of military efficiency and a 
palanced use of our horse and motor resources, it 
is believed we should use animal instead of motor 
transport in a proportion of our marching division. 

We should add to the armored forces—Motorized 
Infantry Ground Exploitation Team—divisions and 
corps of cavalry to produce the greatest exploitation 
force yet devised. 

The most effective reconnaissance is accomplished 
by motor plus horse. We should have horse recon- 
naissance groups with all infantry echelons from 
regiment to corps. 

The strategic mobility of cavalry divisions should 
be amplified by the use of motor transport, consist- 
ing of truck-tractors with semi-trailers to transport 
cavalry divisions on long road marches. 

The power of armored forces will be diminished 
because of the threat of anti-tank power and air 
power. 

The relative power of cavalry will increase be- 
cause of its power to evade destruction from the air 
by cross-country mobility and dispersion. Cavalry 
will be able to disperse, evade, continue on its mis- 
sion, and fight. 

The greatest handicap to cavalry development is 
the complete misconception of our people as to 
what American cavalry really is... . 

The horse needs no favors. He asks only a 
square deal.
